BOARD  FOR  THE  YEAR  1956 

To  the  Selectmen  of  the  Town  of  Gilford : 

The  Gilford  Town  Planning  Board  has  met  frequently 
throughout  this  past  year  to  consider  various  measures  of 
planning  for  the  town's  future  meeting  with  the  desires 
to  the  citizens  of  the  town  and  to  provide  for  orderly 
growth. 

This  year  has  seen  the  start  of  our  recommended  proj- 
ect, that  of  erecting  sign  boards  designating  the  town 
roads.    The  project  will  be  completed  early  in  1957. 

The  Planning  Board  in  cooperation  with  an  Advisory 
Planning  Committee  has  a  proposed  Zoning  Ordinance 
to  provide  for  the  orderly  growth  of  the  town  and  keep 
the  rural  charm  we  all  desire.  This  Ordinance  will  come 
up  for  decision  at  the  annual  town  meeting  and  the  Plan- 
ning Board  unanimously  recommends  its  adoption. 

The  Treasurer  reports  a  balance  on  hand  of  $291.69.

The  most  successful  town  dumps  are  supervised  — 
regular  days  provided  for  their  use  and  inflammable  ma- 
terial consistently  burned.  The  town  dump  which  re- 
ceives no  attention,  where  waste  material  is  scattered 
about  without  supervision  of  any  description,  soon  be- 
comes a  community  menace  and  a  liability  rather  than  an 
asset. 

Many  people  still  burn  debris  around  their  homes.  A 
large  number  of  such  fires  get  out  of  control  causing  un- 
necessary damage  and  expense  to  the  burner.  Why  burn 
at  home?  Make  use  of  your  town  dump  and  eliminate 
the  hazard  of  burning.  It  will  be  easier  for  you  —  per- 
sonally and  financially.

Department  to  be  kept  at  the  new  Glendale  station.  A 
committee  made  up  of  Walter  M.  Fife,  Chairman,  William 
S.  Lord  and  John  F.  Goddard,  Jr.,  Avas  appointed  to  make 
up  the  specifications  for  the  new  truck  and  to  act  in  an 
advisory  capacity  in  the  purchase  of  the  truck.  The  new 
truck  was  delivered  the  latter  part  of  December  and  is 
now  at  the  station  at  Glendale. 

During  the  past  two  years  the  fire  department  has  been 
called  to  30  house  fires,  1  boatyard  fire  and  1  boat  fire. 
They  have  also  been  called  to  fight  forest  fires  and  grass 
fires,  assist  the  police  department  with  the  resuscitator, 
rescue  animals  and  for  many  other  services. 

The  Gilford  Fire  Department  has  a  membership  of  90 
men  divided  into  four  companies.  These  men  are  ready 
to  help  in  any  emergency  if  life  or  property  are  in  danger.

It  is  with  pleasure  that  I  submit  this  report  for  the 
year  ending  December  31,  1956. 

At  the  present  time  there  are  ten  special  police  officers 
in  addition  to  myself,  all  of  whom  I  would  like  to  thank 
for  their  effort  in  building  a  better  department.  Since 
I  have  been  in  office  we  have  had  regular  meetings  every 
two  months  for  the  purpose  of  talking  over  and  studying 
everyday  problems. 
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Last  April  we  formed  a  Police  Relief  Association  Avith 
each  member  paying  dues  which  go  into  a  bank  account 
for  use  in  securing  speakers,  to  be  used  for  training  pur- 
poses, etc.  This  may  also  be  used  to  help  any  member, 
or  a  member's  family,  who  may  be  sick  or  injured.

Present  plans  include  my  attending  the  F.  B.  I.  school  to 
be  held  in  Boston,  Mass.,  during  the  third  week  of  May, 
1957,  and  I  do  appreciate  this  opportunity. 

I  Avould  like  to  thank  the  Board  of  Selectmen  and  the 
Town  Clerk  for  their  co-operation  with  me,  also  John 
Goodhue  for  his  part  in  transporting  me  to  and  from 
some  of  our  many  islands  on  several  occasions.  In  addi- 
tion to  this  I  would  like  to  express  my  thanks  to  the  many 
townspeople,  and  to  all  of  the  law  enforcement  agencies 
Avho  have  assisted  me  from  time  to  time.

REPORT  OF  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  SCHOOLS 


To  tlie  Members  of  tlie  Scliool  Board,  Parents 
and  Voters : 

School  Building  Addition 

The  voters  of  Gilford  made  the  decision  on  May  10, 
1956,  to  construct,  equip  and  furnish  a  four-room  class- 
room building  and  an  all-purpose  gymnasium-auditorium- 
cafeteria  as  an  addition  to  the  present  structure,  includ- 
ing alteration  of  the  present  cafeteria  to  a  classroom. 

The  Planning  Committee  had  been  established  by  vote 
of  the  district  meeting  in  March,  1955  to  work  with  the 
School  Board.  The  Committee  represented  all  sections 
and  most  org-anizations  of  the  community  and  consisted 
of  the  following  persons : 

School  Board :  Richard  Talbot,  Chairman,  Ethel  Dolloff, 
Jack  Sawyer;  Planning  Committee:  Mrs.  Rupert  Simonds, 
Mrs.  William  Lord,  Mrs.  John  Muehlke,  Mr.  James 
Doherty,  Mr.  Leon  Fortin,  Mr.  Arthur  Rothafel,  Mr.  John 
Weeks,  Mr.  Leslie  Curtis,  Mrs.  Milo  Bacon,  Mr.  Walter  D. 
Ide,  Mrs.  Roger  Lindsey,  Mrs.  Clifford  Hodges,  Mrs. 
Esther  Peters,  Mr.  John  Goodhue,  Mrs.  Marshall  Harris. 

The  Planning  Committee  members,  aftei-  ;ii)|)i"oximately 
twenty  meetings  with  llic  Scliool  Uojii'd,  dix'idcd  inio  1\vo 
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groups,  —  one  favoring  Plan  A  which  called  for  Grades 
1-8  to  be  housed  in  Gilford  and  the  other  favoring  Plan  B, 
calling  for  Grades  1-6  to  be  in  Gilford  and  Grades  7  and  8 
to  remain  in  Laconia  where  they  had  been  placed  in 
September,  1947,  by  vote  of  the  School  Board,  because  of 
lack  of  facilities  in  Gilford.  The  two  plans  were  printed 
and  circulated  to  all  voters. 

The  School  Board  requested  a  trial  vote  on  May  10  at 
the  Recreation  Center  on  the  question  of  whether  the 
district  favored  the  operation  of  Grades  1  through  8  at 
Gilford.  The  vote  was  overwhelmingly  against  this 
motion,  with  228  voting  against  and  92  for  the  idea. 

The  School  Board  then  presented  the  plan  for  the  addi- 
tion, with  Mr.  Jack  Sawyer  of  the  School  Board  showing 
blueprints  and  ansAvering  questions.  It  w^as  emphasized 
that  this  addition  was  for  Grades  1-6  inclusive  as  the 
voters  wished.  The  motion  called  for  a  bond  issue  of 
$177,000  and  passed  by  a  decisive  margin  of  237  to  65. 

The  Planning  Committee  and  School  Board  had  inter- 
viewed all  the  architectural  firms  seeking  the  position  and 
had  chosen  Irving  AV.  Hersey  Associates  of  Durham.  It 
was  decided  to  put  the  work  out  to  bid  at  the  most  favor- 
able time  for  contractors,  when  the  summer  construction 
had  ended,  and  to  start  the  work  in  the  fall  and  stockpile 
building  materials  for  early  construction  in  the  spring. 
The  architect  thinks  that  the  building  Avill  be  completed 
in  August,  1957.  The  general  contractor  is  Adrien  A. 
Labrie,  Inc.,  of  Litchfield,  N.  H.,  the  low  bidder  on  the 
project. 

The  School  Board  and  the  Selectmen  conferred  on  the 
bond  issue.  The  bonds  were  sold  by  the  National  Shaw- 
mut  Bank  of  Boston,  dated  October  1,  1956,  at  the  very 
favorable  rate  of  3.20.     The  bond  schedule  is  as  follows:

Gilford  Proposed  Budget  for  1957-1958 

The  budget  naturally  calls  for  an  increase  with  the 
cost  of  operating  additional  school  space  with  an  increase 
in  fuel  consumption,  electric  power,  teacher  and  custodian 
needs,  and  school  supplies. 

The  item  for  teachers'  salaries  will  be  increased  from 
$34,655.26  to  $41,926.15  with  one  teacher  added  because 
of  increased  enrollment. 
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It  will  also  be  necessary  to  add  an  assistant  to  the  cus- 
todian because  of  the  increased  work  of  the  new  building, 
resulting  in  a  jump  from  $3,250  to  $4,950. 

The  largest  item  in  the  budget  will  be  $62,530.00,  an  in- 
crease from  $50,123.00  for  tuition  for  the  pupils  of 
Grades  7-12  inclusive  attending  the  Laconia  schools.  This 
includes  $3,555.00  for  the  1956-1957  school  year.  The 
growth  of  Gilford,  the  fact  that  the  census  is  not  com- 
pletely reliable  for  a  residential  community,  and  the  mo- 
bility of  population  makes  it  impossible  to  obtain  a  per- 
fect estimate. 

The  other  leading  increase  is  in  bond  payments.  The 
total  will  be  $28,000  in  contrast  with  $6,000  last  year  and 
interest  of  $6,192  against  $1,010  this  year.  The  bond  issue 
on  the  new  school  will  be  eompletelj^  paid  on  October  1, 
1966. 


State  Building  Aid 

The  State  of  New  Hampshire  voted  to  pay  twenty  per 
cent  on  all  principal  payments  on  bond  issue.  This  will 
mean  a  $5,600  reimbursement  for  tax  reduction  for  Gil- 
ford,  assuming   that   the   legislature   continues   the   law.
